The brief |s a romarkable
one in its showing of the Burlington road and
Its course in making Nebraska pay tribute to
thie other states through which the rosd runs.,
It Is remarkgble in its showing of profita
that the ro s wrong from the state and
from the producing classes in Nebraska, It
in the exposition of the greed of a corporation
anexampied in the raiiroad annals of the
country, In opening tho brief they say: It
8 an acknowlodged prineiple in making
frelght rates that with the lnerease of the
distance the ratio of tho rates decronses, un-
losa conditions exist that jnstifiy n suspen
gionof the rule. * * * Itis avery famlil-
far rule in the tesnsportation of freight by
raronds, and has become axiomatic, that
while the aggrogoate chargo I8 continually

Inoroasing the furthor the froight (s
parriod, yet  the rate per  wn I-n-.-r
mile I8 constantly growing less, X

nmples showing the universality of this
rule mny be seen o the tarifls of rallroads
generally in the United States.”

The Burlington route does not recognize
Lhis priuciple of eommaoreo, bt on Nebraskna
business constantly violates it. There was
vothing in the testimmony before the commis-
plon to warrant » departure from this rule;
biuit, ns the brief recites, on the contrary the
Ineroase of business nud  population at and
near thelr termination of the long haul gave
It additional force, To show thut the Bur
lington road increases the rate  with the dis-
lance inatoad of decrensing It the following
Ruures pre cited :

Distanco between Chicago and Omaho 510
miles.

Distance betwoeen Chicngo and Louisville,
Neb, 06 miles,

Distance between Chicngo and Lincoln, 541
miles.

The Burlington road charges on fifth-class
matter as follows:

From Chicago totho Mississippi river, 200
miles, 10¢ per cwt.

From Chieago 1o Des Moines, 854 miles, 15¢
per ewt,

From Chicago to Louisville, Neb,
miles, 25¢ por cwt,

I'rom Chicago to Lincolu, 841 miles, 25¢,
showing on tho long haul for the last thirty.
five miles nn fucrease of 8 conts, where on o
shorter haul between the Mississippi river
and Des Moines the inerease is only 5 conts
for 156 miles.

On lumber from Chicagoe to Loulsville,
Neb., the rate is 10 cents, and from Chicago
to Lincoln, o longer haul, with only 35 miles
pdded, the rate is elevated to 19 cents, The
ratio of the rate is therofore inereased with
the aistance, and tho rate choargod per ton
per mile is greater for the long haul than the
short haul.

As n clreumstance that should lead this
road to ceaso its manifest discriminations the
briof makes a showing of the subsidies that
Lincoln and Lancaster county alone have
given the Burlington. It suys: ‘“T'he city
of Lincoln and county of Lancaster gave, in
subsidiea and bonds, to the Burlington &
Missonrl River rond and branches 445,000,
which amount, added to the interest paid,
nmgragnms over £00,000, in addition w the

ight of way, depot and other grounds of
great value, When the lines woere con-
structed to Lineoln the eompetition from the
soveral roads was favorable, but their pur-
chase and absorption by the Burlington shut
off rivulry, with its attendant benefits and
lower and better rates,

For all of these subsidies and
advantages the policy of tho
road bas been toward Lincoln and the entire
state, to advance rates over shorter hauls
and make the last ifty miles of the Chicugo-
Lincoln haul pay a rate excessive to the first
fifty miles,

HOW THE HOAD IIAS FATTENED,

To shiow how the Burlington road has fat
tened upon its Nebraska business, and the
enonuous profits it hds wrung from both the
producing and consuming clpsscs in the state,
the brief makes the following showing of the
earnings of the original line between Platts-
mouth and Kearpey, 192 miles:

For 1855 the published report  shows:

1580 tho gross earnings were §1,540,022
operating expenses 30 per cent of this; net

The stutement for 1557 has net yot
mude publie, but the net carnimmgs on
line woro fuliy as heavy. Therefore tho
Burlington rvond on its  main Lue coarns
enough above all expenses to practically
bulld the road upon its present tarilf rates,

Hut  the earnings of  their  Innd
doepartimont uro crunlly CHOrTIoUS.
The government lpnd grant o Nebrasko s
confined to the rond between Plattsmouth
oud Lincoln, The land grant earnings for
1880 wiere per mile, not cashy, §5, und in
1850 per mile, net cash, & ,410. fontinuing
th brief spys:

1t would
appeiy from this  that the vates moy by ye-
ducesd fur below  the tariff in vogue without
erippling the road or its capacity for profit
oarntng.
The Hgures pra givon in the brief to show

the ipmuense revenuo  received by the Hur
lington road fromn Nebraska, and of the
bridge  transfers over  the  Missouri and

l\lllﬂl%i]llllt rivers, tho figures being takon
from the Iown rutlroad commissioners roport
for tho year onding June 30, IWWST, Thoese
figures show that the Burlington road truns
ferved more freight over the Missouri river
at Plattsmouth and Nebrasha ity than
over the Mississippl fiver ot Buelington,
Yeor, with this oxcessive Nobraska business
the state is held up for one-third higher rates
bhan in lowa.

Drummer's Methods,

If ho sees n bargnin that he
wants, ho takes (tns offorod, knowing that
he can do no better with tho salesman, Thore
aro lots of mon who pursae this stralicht-
forward policy, and never attempt o
beat about the bush, and they sell
big bill of goods, Often, however, they nre
not 8g sucesssful until they become known to
the huyers, but they generally mansge to got
what they are after, Thenthereis the other
oxtrome.  Ionstead of talking business at the
start, the salesman, if he has a big buyer in
tow, spends a day with his man seeing the
sighte and generally enjoying himself, but
never o word of business, There is nothing
but pleasure for the first day. When the
buyor has been well warmed up, aod s in
good hwmoer, the salesmuan steps in to Bid him
rood-bye, and just as he is on the point of
oaving he mentions casually that ho had
some fine bargains in cortain lines, and in o
vory incidental manner calls his attention o
the goods, When he finally does depart he
talees with him a goodly order which ho has
secured inoa very unobtrusive manner and
without apparent effort. Now here are two
tatally different methods of selling gooas, and
very often both will be used upon the same
buyer by different salesmon with equally
good results: while on the otlier hand, wmany
men can only be approached by one or the
other of the methods, 1t only shows that to
buy or sell goods one must know his man."

Herman Gottschalk represents Mausbach
Brothers, of Now York, and has made sev-
ernl trips abroad in the interest of his firm,
bLesides traversing the United States from
one end to the other. While in Europe on
oue of his journcys he was tho bearer of o
contribution ralsed on this side of the At-
lantic for o fawmily ot Komgsbherg, Prussia,
and made the acquaintance of Rabbi Adolph
Gouzheim, of that place. For his kindnoess
in looking after the family in question the
rabbi presented Mr. Gottschalk with a rare
illlld Curious com, \'.'Il'.c!} he stated had been
in the posseasion of his family for genera-
tious, and highly priged, 1t was a gold aud
brouze ploes of money, about the size of
United States copper cent, but much thicker,
and  the inseription wias  in ancient
Helbirnie  letters, made of  virgin  pgold.
On one wide were the words, Sche-
kel Habodousch, or Holy  Shekel,
wnd on the other side the word  Jerusenoln-
Jim, or Jorusalom,  IU wis & piece of money
current in the time of King Solomon, 1,000
veurs bafore Christ, and was only used in-
shle the temple on @ certain festival day,
when a partieular and appropriate prayer
was being uttered.  Hence the word holy
shelel, nnd it was never known io the marts
of vtrade, but was  probubly  contributed by
some wealthy member of the congregation,
When he bocame possesed of this coin My,
GCiottschinlk pledpged himsolf never to allow it
to go out of his fomily, and he is very proud
of the precious plece.

Itwas carefully examinod ot the BBrit
ish museum by members of the Antiguarian
aociety nnd pronotinead a great find, and an
offor of £500 wus at onee made on behull of
Lthe musoum authorities, [ts intrinsic value
is fixed at about .70, but it is owing to its
antiquity that it 18 so valuable, for it is is
